Wasn't Taking Any Chances. 


"I pulled out tha handcuffs with one 


hand and told him to hold out his 
hands one at a time. All the tlmo I 
kept him covered with the sun. He 
looked like a powerful man and I 
wasn't golnfc to give him a chance, 
I took him to the basement.

Twenty-Six Chinese Found Hid- 


den in Hold of Ship. 


DODGED OFFICERS FDR WEEKS

4. New fork customs officer who 


searched the British freighter Bowes 
Castle, la from Kobe And Singapore 
recently, found 26 half -starved Chinese 
stowaway*, three so weak that they 
had to be carried to Ellis Island on 
stretchers, and brought to light a sto- 
ry of hardship In the black hole of a 
vessel which Investigators described as 
comparable to the tales of the "black- 
birders" of slave-running days. Other 
searchers found 18 cases of whisk; 
and a number of opium pipes. 


Summed up for th« customs men by 


an Interpreter, the Chinese said that 
they had been offered transportation 
to America by a Hongkong boarding 
house keeper. They were shipped to 
Singapore, where they boarded the 
Bowes Castle, leaving that port late 
In May. Since then they had been 
stowed away, unknown to the ship's 
officers. In ballast tanks, dark corners 
where rats consumed their ration of 
rice, and the crow's neat, where two 
were found. Two others lined ftp with 
the ship's engine-room crew. 


After the Chinese had been quieted 


and questioned as they huddled to- 
gether on Ellis Island their story was 
pieced together, and It was not com- 
pleted then. 
Customs officers said 


that the cruelties they endured may 
Include the starving to death of sev> 
era! who started the voyage with the 


Under Inspector Hokansen, a group 


of customs men, boarded the Bowes 
Castle as she lay at pier 4, Ameri- 
can dockft, Stapletou, S. L, In search 
of liquor, drags and other contraband. 
Crawling through a narrow passage 
near tbe engine room on the port Bide 
of 
the ship. 
Inspector 
Christian 


Schmidt found a manhole cover from' 
which the bolts evidently bad been 
removed. 


Gee* In to Explore Tank. 


He lifted the ltd and Bashed his 


pocket lamp about the black Interior 
of a ballast tank about two feet deep, 
Straw at the bottom of the tank at- 
tracted bis attention and fie decided 
to Investigate further. Be crawled In- 
to the tank and paused a moment 
while his sight became accustomed to 
the dark. He found himself looking 
Into a pair of gleaming eyes. 


Schmidt glanced about and counted 


12 such pairs of eyes before he real- 
ized U»at he was surrounded. 
He 


flashed his pocket lamp, called for 
help, and the Chinese were herded In- 
to the engine room. 


So weak that they' could barely 


stand, 22 crawled out of the tank. 
Hielr muscles were cramped, faces 
drawn and 
emaciated, 
and three 


promptly collapsed and wet* carried 
to the dect. The Inspectors continued 
their search and routed two more Chi- 
nese from the crow's nest. When they 
checked over the Chinese crew of tb«? 
engine room they found two men who 
had not been entered on the ship's 
articles. 


Inspector Hokansen called for as- 


sistance In taking the stowaways 
ashore and Inspector James W. Hal- 
leek sent the police boat John F. Hy- 
lan. From the Hylan the stowaways 
were transferred to a police launch 
and landed at Bills Island. The three 
who collapsed were token to tnfc hos- 
pltal. Physicians who examined the 
others found them so ill that none 
could stand upright. 


Paid to Get Pa**ag«. 


A Chinese Interpreter who Ques- 


tioned the men reported that the ma- 
jority had lain In the water tank for 
several hours after they were gath- 
ered together from hiding places all 
over the ship. Some had been In con- 
stant biding In the shaft alley, others 
took to tbe coal bunkers, holds and 
double bottoms. 


"They patd money to a Chinese mem- 


ber of the crew, who acted as go- 
between In obtaining the permission 
of those In authority In the engine 
room," tie Interpreter reported. "What 
food they received during the months 
In hiding they cooked themselves or 
it was furnished fty the Chinese go- 
Lie tjfeifp." 
Food was so scarce, one stowaway 


told the Interpreter, that several rats 
captured In their narrow quarters had 
heen eaten raw, 


The cases of whisky and opium 


pipes were taken to the barge office 
by a police lannch. and one Chinese, 
who said he was Obong rTwong. "Num- 
ber One Chinaman," or foreman of the 
Chinese members of the crew, uas 
taken Into custody by the customs 
Inspector as a witness.

MAKE REAL SILK PURSE 


OUT OF EAR OF A SO W 


Chemists Upset Ancient Maxim 


by Spying on the Work of the 


Industrious Silkworm. 


A sllfc purse mode from sows' oars, 


as chemistry's auswec to tbe old say- 
Ing that it couldn't be done, was shown 
at the chemistry exposition In New 
York recently. 


In annouueing the successful result 


of experiments, Arthur D. Little, Inc., 
chemists and engineers of Cambridge, 
Mass.. said the silk was not very 
strong and that there was no present 
Industrial value In the process in- 
volved. It was more or less the prod- 
uct of chemistry at play, but a con- 
tribution also to philosophy tn prov- 
ing the fallacy of the old proverb. 


In reciting the factors that entered 


Into tbe transition of sows' ears from 
Chicago stocfeynrds to a silk 'pur&e 
such as a woman might carry, the 
chemists explained that the first step 
was to analyze the silkworm's methofl 
of making silk. This doce, its cater- 
pillar chemistry was copied In the 
laboratory. 


It was found that ninn had to pro- 


vide a *:ul)>titute for a process by 
which the silkworm exudes Ironi two 
fine ducts In its head minute threads 
o( a viscous liquid, coated with ail- 
other secretion, which arc cemented 
Into a double strand. This becomes 
a firm filament of silk when it coagu- 
lates on reaching the air. 


Analysis 
o£ this viscous 
liquid ' 


shoned It to be like jjtue and \t!tn 
somewhat slmiliir chemical properties. 
The sow's ear being chiefly gristle nnd 
skin, also has the untursil elements of 
glue. 
Tills u as obtained from tlie 


ears and It was put through so\ 
processes of preparation, filtered under 
pressure nnd placed In spinning ap- 
paratus at a special d«?slj:n. 


The solution of glue and chemicals 


came out as sixteen very One color, 
less streams. Joined Into one composite 
fiber, treated to give It strength and 
color and processed yet "(iiiiii to ob- 
tain the desired soft sl!k feel. 
The 


weaving followed on a smnll hand 
loom, the fabric was formed and the 
purse made.

scribing tilth infinite plausibility r 
stone man newly found In n locality 
about five days' distant, over a des- 
ert from where hfs «netny lived. His 
readers heard that this gentleman, t 
new coroner, took the cruel journey 
to hold no Inquest over tills man, dead 
for^ten generations! Aad when they 
were once under his spell the exposure 
of the fraud tronid come when his 
readers realized that he bad placed 
the two hands of the petrified man be- 
fore his nose In a moat disrespectful 
gesture. 
But tlie story spread from 


state to state, until it finally appeared 
with "untatpeachable legitimacy" In •' 
London paper. 


Of course, we say, these things can- 


not happen any more, despite the fact 
that we hare our Madame Palladlnot 
of questionable spirits and our Ponzl's 
of temporary money-doubling obi lit lea, 
with » host of follower!, u was only 
two rears short of the twentieth cen- 
tury that a glorious fold brick turned 
up In perhaps Its most undisguised 
lorot. The Electrolytic Marine Salts 
company, .beaded by tie supposedly 
Itev. Mr, P. F Jemegan and supplied 
with a full line of scientific arguments, 
claimed to obtain Its particular species 
of brick from the gold In the see. 
It 


managed to coax f 1,000,000 from BOB* 
Ionian pockets. 


Th» Hoax of "Hot lee." 


Thlt case does not stand alone, tt 


was practically a repetition of the 
"hot ice," which it became the vogue 
to manufacture In cor lain scientific 
circles in 1880. 
The first hint ol this 


phenomena appeared In tlte magazine 
Nature, when Thomas Carnelly stated 
he had made Ice so hot that he burned 
his finger*. Eren Sir Oliver J. Lodge 
wrote that he for one accepted the 
point «s a /act, and In suggesting an 
experiment he calmly , stated that Car- 
nelly should "heat Uie ice up to any 
temperature he wanted," and, although 
we usually think Just the other way, 
that when he should remove the heat 
be should see the Ice rapidly coilnpse. 
Just when everybody was beginning to 
be surprised that no one hnd thought 
at hot Ice before and great popular- 
ity was being predicted for this warm 
kind of cold, failure to get proper re- 
sults were reported.
